is introduced because of the fact 
that the introduction and passage of 
the appropriation bill for the new In 
diana 
Reformatory 
at 
Pendleton 


erowded out many other -appropria- 
tion bills during the last, session. 


The hospital, Brown said, would go 


:i long way toward solving the prob- 
lem of keeping menial defectives in 
Indiana from becoming a burden on 
society and cure a great number of 
people with mental disorders. 


"The problems presented by 
the 


mental defective has immense rcmi- 
fic-ations and the attention of 
the 


state board of charities has 
been 


centered upon it for a good 
many 


years," Brown declared. 


''Defective minds are the cause 


of a great many crimes and misde- 
meanors. In the state penal institu- 
tions about thirty per cent of 
the 


criminals have some mental trouble, 
in most cases weak minded, and are 
potential defects." 


The hospital would treat patients 


coming to it with mental and nervuits 
troubles and hold clinics in Indiana- 
polis and various cities 
over 
the 


state.
